DAY OF RECKONING 
DAWNS ON TRUST 


Judge Landis May Impose 
$29,240,000 Fine on Stand- 
ard Oil Company Be- 
fore Sunset. 


CASE WILL BE APPEALED. 


Colossal Corporation Will Carry 
Its Defense to the Highest 
Tribunal in the 
Country. 


The day of reckoning for the great Standard 
Oil company is at hand. The case against 
this corporation is to be called to Judge K. 
M. Landis’ consideration again this morning 
and before another sunset the largest fine 
recorded in judicial history may be imposed |e 
upon it. 

That there will de an appeal is certain. 
Neither the Standard Oi! company’s officials 
nor the attorneys they have employed ever 
have shown a disposition to content them- 
selves with less than à decision of the court 
of last resort. This may take years, but in 
the meantime there are seven other indict- 
ments pending against the company for vio- 
lations of the Elkins law which were returned 
also last fall. There are likewise a score of 
others in the various federal court districts. 

Some of these indictments in the northern 
district of Illinois are nearly as voluminous 
as the one already tried and will mean fines 
of nearly the same magnitude in case of con- 
viction. Practically the same character of 
evidence figures in all of these, and hence it 
is probable, unless the attorneys for the com- 
pany prove more tractable when requested 
by the court to furnish information, that 
John D. Rockefeller and hig associates will 
have to make many more pilgrimages in the 
near future. 


Maximum Fine Is Expected. 

While there is of course no certainty that 
the Standard Oil company will be punished 
with the maximum fine of $29,240,000, this is 
expected. Should this maximum fine be im- 
posed and even finally collected, which is 
quite another thing, it will be but a drop in 
the bucket compared with the enormous 
earnings of the company. 

The Standard Oil company was organized 
in 1882 and reorganized under the laws of 
New Jersey about ten years later. In the 
twenty-five years that have elapsed since 
its foundation it has paid in dividends more 
than $700,000,000. This, too, upon a capital- 
ization of $100,000,000, not all of which capital 
stoek has been issued. The investment, how- 
ever, which should be the real basis for divi- 
dends, is even less, being between $78,000,000 
and $80,000,000, 

John D. Rockefeller could pay this enor- 
mous fine out of his own profits from the oil 
company in one year. Practically ali of the 
stock ia held by eight or nine men, and of the 
entire amount John D. Rockefeller owns 
something over one-third. ‘There are a few 
others besides these eight or nine men who 
Own stock, but the other holdings are repre- 
sented by one or two shares to the individual. 


Supreme in World of Finance. 
The Standard Ou company, as now under- 
stood, is no longer eonfined to the manufac- 
ture and distribution of petroleum and its 
products. That is still a great part of its 
business, but the organisation of the com- 
pany is so perfect that the men who derive 
the profits may deyote their attention to other 
matters, and for that reason the men com- 
posing the so-called Standard Oil crowd are 
almost supreme in the world of finance. They 
dominate the railroad situation and have 
large interests in the public utility corpora- 
tion’, such as gas and electricity, of many 
cities. 

Of this great coterie of men John D. Rocke- 
feller is acknowledged the dean. It is not 
that he is present at the secret conclaves 
where the great things of finance are 
planned, but his millions are. E. H. Harri- 
man, the railroad wizard, is credited with 
delivering his most telling blows by the aid 
of Standard Oil money. 

These stories are hard to reconcile witb 
the present life of the old man who sat in the 
witness chair in Judge Landis’ courtroom on 
Saturday. 

“If any man ever gave evidence of being 
at peace with himself and the world it is 
John D. Rockefeller,“ said one spectator in 
the court. One of Mr. Rockefeller s attorneys 
is authority for the statement that instead 
of evading. the questions of the court the 
great oll man actually stretched his actual 
knowledge in making his answers. 

„Had those questions been asked Mr. 
Rockefeller three weeks ago,“ said this law- 
yer, he would have had to plead an honest, 
conscientious ignorance. Upon his arrival 
here he was told at a conference with his 
attorneys what information the court re- 
} quired, and most of the answers made to the 
court were based on information he secured 
at that conference.“ 

Recognized by Apple Woman. 

Now that Rockefeller has gone little stories 
of his visit here, which did not pass beyond 
the circle of his immediate friends, are be- 
ginning to crop out. One of the best of these 
has to do with his unostentatious arrival. 
Through foresight in coming.over the Michi- 
gan Central instead of the Michigan South- 
ern he escaped the welcome of a squad of 
reporters. The party alighted from the spe- 
cial car in the trainshed at the Park Row 
station and walked to the street, where an 
automobile was waiting. No one paid any 
attention to him until he reached the curb, 
where an old apple woman, bent with years, 
spied the man for whom all Chicago was on 
the qui vive. Her face lighted up with a 
smile that must have pleased the great oll 
man, and in a thin treble she cried: 

“Why, how do you do, Mr. Rockefeller?’ 
and courtesied. He smiled and passed on. 

Rockefeller Tired by Trip. 

Cleveland, O.. July 7.—{Special.]—John D 
Rockefeller came straight to Cleveland from 
his ordeal in Chicago and now is at Forest 
Hill, where he will spend the summer. 

He refused to see newspaper reporters, 
claiming that he was tired and would spend 
the day resting up. 

He arrived in the city at 7:15 o’elock this 
morniig and was taken In an automobile to 
Forest Hill. He did not even attend church 


services. 
On the train coming to Cleveland he had

Rev. Dr. Myers to Give Thousands Out- 
‘ings in Parks During Summer. 


PLAN AID 


A brase band of thirty-five pieces, includ- 
ing) a big bass drum and a solo cornist at- 
tracted a large crowd last night to Immanuel 
Baptist church. 

There the Rev. Johnston Myers told them 
a ead little story about a small boy he'd seen 
trembling in the custody of a policeman on 
a Wentworth avende car that afternoon. 

The boy was about the age of the preach- 
er’s own son, he said. The policeman got off 
the car at Fifty-fifth street and Dr. Myers 
regretted, he said, that he hadn't gone over 
to the Stockyards police station with him 
and his small prisoner.

Band Plays Introduction.

Dr. Myers practices what he 
preaches,” said one, and a good many who 
hadn’t been Inside of a church for years came 
in and seated tl 
could slip out it it became too warm. 

The brass band started off with several bars 
by a snare. drum, causing all the congrega- 
tion to sit up and listen. Then the umpah ” 
horn, and the cymbals, and the cornet, and 
the other brasses began to toot, gathering 
courage until they were playing for dear 
life something that sounded suspiciously like 
the entry piece of a circus performance when 
the camels and elephants and bareback riders 
march around the ring.

„I saw a sad sight this afternoon coming 
home from services at Branch 6 on a Went- 
worth avenue car,” Pastor Myers said, just 
before they took up a collection. “A lit- 
tle boy, about 11 years old, just about the 
age of my own boy, not well dressed and 
evidently of poor home training, was in cus- 
to@y of a policeman. The policeman was 
cruel. He evidently took special pains to 
let everybody on that car know the boy was 
under arrest. I suppose the boy had been 
guilty of some minor offense. He might have 
thrown a stone and broken a window or he 
might have stolen something. I've found 
out where they took him and tomorrow 
I'm going over to see that he has a square 
deal. 

„That's the kind of work this church is 
doing. Seven mission Sunday schoole—3,000 
children, and we ought to have that boy 
among them. The social settlements never 
can reach these children and the only way 
is through the church. Every boy and girl 
on the south side ought to have a friend. 


Plans to Help Children, 

“We have plans for the summer—unique 
plans. We are going to take out every boy 
and girl to the parks. We have taken out 
2,000 already. You see these youngsters 
don’t know what to do. They are in the way 
in their home flats and they run out into the 
streets and get in bad company and break 
a window or something and the first thing 
you know they are hauled off to the police 
station Hke that boy this afternoon.“ 

The boy Dr. Myers referred to wae John 
Cunningham, living at Fortieth street and 
Wentworth avenue. He threw a stone and 
was saucy to Policeman Hackett, so the po- 
iceman arrested him. When Capt. Clancy 
heard the story he told the boy to go home 
and be good in the future or he'd get into 
serious trouble.

GIVE CUTICLE 10 SAVE LIFE. 


Twenty Friends Contribute for 
Injured Motorman. 


OPERATION A LARGE ONE. 


More than Square Foot of Healthy 
Epidermis Transferred. 


John Maloney, 1878 Washington boulevard, 
the motorman who-averted disaster on a Chi- 
cago and Oak Park elevated train on May 15 
by sticking to his post in the midst of flames 
with his clothing ablaze until a station was 
reached, declared from his bed at St. Ann’s 
hospital, North Forty-ninth avenue and 
Thomas street, last night that as soon as he 
recovers there is going to be a grand celebra- 
tion for twenty of his friends who now are 
almost of one flesh and blood with him. 

The operation that makes them a band of 
“blood brothers,” skin grafting, was per- 
formed yesterday at the hospital, and by 
the surgeons was said to be one of the largest 
operations of the kind ever performed. 

On May 15 Maloney was taken to St. Ann’s 
from the station at Fifty-seecond avenue suf- 
fering from burne on the breast, face, arms, 
hands, and abdomen, from which it was 
doubted if he could recover. 

For several weeks his life was despaired of, 
but at last the burns began to heal, and the 


surgeons watched analously for the favor · 
able moment when new skin might be grafted 


-on.thé Burned flesh. Yesterday was judged 


to be the right time, and a score of friends of 
the injured man assembled at the hospital to 
surrender sections of their skin for the bene- 
fit of their suffering comrade. 


Seven Square Inches from Each. 

Maloney was prepared and put under an 
anesthetic and then one after another his 
friends offered themselves and deft scalpels 
of the surgeons relieved them of the needed 
healthy, living skin. In spite of jokes and 
good natured bantering, the sacrifice of each 
man was not alight one. About seven square 
inches of epidermis was taken from each 
man, but at the end of the operation each 
one declared that he would surrender as 
much more in the event the operation did not 
“take” and it should be found necessary 
to repeat it. 

The operation required two hours, and at 
the end of that time over a square foot, or 
about 150 square inches of skin had been 
grafted on the burned sections of the pa- 
tient. The operation was pronounced a suc- 
cess, and last night Maloney, though swathed 
in bandages until he resembled a mummy 
and with only a portion of his face unbound, 
was able to talk from his bed. 


“Something Doing” When He's Well. 

“They've taken pretty good care of me 
here, and I’m going to be out among the 
boys in a couple of weeks, he said. I'm 
personally going to see that that grafted 
skin ‘takes.’ I owe all the boys something 
for that, and there's going to be something 
doing when I get out. They're a fine lot of 
boys, and I wish you'd let all their friends 
know it.” 

Among the men who surrendered portions 
of their skin for the operation were A‘bert 
Ballard, J. J. Flynn, Alfred Klunt, 8. W. 
Conness, E. M. Jackson, Theodore Surges. 
Edward McLillan, John Turner, J. O’Brien, 
Walter Van Selan, Tom Croker, M. J, Mur- 
nam, W. D. Malvin, and W. Sharmon. Oth- 
ers who came in at the time of the operation 
also contributed, but the surgeons did not 
get their names. 

The operation was in charge of Dr. Charies 
K. Humiston, superintending physician and 
surgeon of St. Ann’s, and four assistante— 
Dr. James K. Bartholomew, Dr. A. P. Jen- 
kins, Dr. W. A. Siegel, and Dr. W. E. Baker.

And in the development of 
theee motherly instincts is the hope of all 
nations. | 
Fosters Race Suicide. 

“It is a monstrous crime to do anything 
that will tend to destroy these instincts. 
That is what the Teddy bear is doing, and 
that is why it is going to be a factor in the 
race suicide problem if the custom is not 
suppressed. 

It is terrible enough that the present gen- 
eration of parents in this country are lead- 
ing us into grave danger by the practice of 
race suicide. If we cannot awaken them let 
us at least save the future generations.“ 

Father Esper raised the Teddy bear ques- 
tion in connection with a social that the 
Ladies’ sodality of the parish have planned 
this week. Each guest is to bring a doll to 
be sold at the gathering, the proceeds going 
to a fund for the building of a Catholic school 
in this city. 

“Teddies” Fakes; Doesn't Want Them. 

In making announcement of the social the 
priest took the opportunity of attacking 
the Teddy bear and his friends.

TOKIO ROILED BY 
“AMERICAN ACTION 


Roosevelt’s Scheme to Concen- 
trate in Pacific Declared 
“Tnopportune.” 


WOULD DEFEROVERTPLAN 


Tension Is Topic in European 
Capitals, Where Possibility 
of War Is Discussed. 


TOKIO, July.7.—Confirmation of the report 
that a powerful battleship squadron would be 


sent to the Pacific has been generally re- 
ceived with calmness, though there is some 


surprise in certain quarters“ well versed in 
diplomatic niceties. 

It is said that the sudden change of program 
in the case of the Japanese training squadron 
last January, when it was first intended that 
its voyage should include San Fran 
other Pacific coast cities, was evidently in 
deference to the wishes of the Washington 
government made known to the Tokio author 
ities in an indirect but unmistakable manner. 
The change of route was decided upon only a 
couple of days before the squadron sailed. It 
was thought then that Japan acted wisely in 
avoiding a course which might have proved 
injurious when a strong anti-Japanese senti- 
ment was prevailing in San Francisco. 

Though officially stated that the dispatch 
of the battleships to the Pacific is not directed 
towarde Japan, it is felt here that it is most 
inopportune when an attempt is evidently 
going on to impair the traditional friendship 
between Japan and the United States. Though 


the slightest apprehension is not entertained | 


here it is thought it would be better to defer 
at this moment anything that would be open 
to the slightest suspicion of provocation, es- 
pecially when a portion of the American pub- 
lic is thought to be oversensitive as a result 
of prejudice against the Japanese on the 
Pacific coast. 


Tension Absorbs Europe. 


LONDON, July 7.—The present tension be- 
tween the United States and Japan is ex- 
citing the keenest interest among all the 
European diplomatists. None of them, how- 
ever, believes that it will reach the stage of 
warfare, because the heavy burden of debt 
Japan is carrying as a result of her failure 
to obtain indemnity from Russia forbids her 
embarking on a similar costly enterprise in 
the next decade. It is recognized, never- 
theless, that the United States is acquiring 
the enmity of Japan as-one of her national 
assets which may prove a handicap in the 
event of trouble with any other power. 

Great Britain finds herself in an embar- 
rassing position, also, becauge she is obliged 
to stand between her colonies and the mat- 
ter of anti-Japanese laws. Transvaal has 
just put into operation a law regulating the 
entry of Asiatics, which applies to Indian 
subjects, as well as to the Japanese and the 
Chinese, and which compels them to sub- 
mit to an examination and registry with 
thumb prints, like criminals, which is ex- 
ceedingly irritating to them. Australia 
threatens legislation on the same lines. 

Alfred Deakin, the Australian premier, 
during his recent visit to England, repeated- 
ly said in his speeches that the chief na- 
tional question with which Australia must 


deal was the menace of the inflow of Japa- 
nese labor. 


Hague Delegates Discuss It. 

THE HAGUE, July 7.—The sentiment ‘of 
the delegates to the peace conference re- 
garding the question that has arisen between 
the United States and Japan is that the situa- 
tion is unfortunate for both countries, as the 
original incident causing tension between the 
two countries is disproportionate to the grave 
results which may follow. The question the 
delegates think is likely to create a hostile 
atmosphere endangering their reciprocal 
commerce, to which the former friendly re- 
lations has opened vast fleids. 

Although the sending of a fleet by the 
United States to the Pacific coast cannot be 
interpreted as a threat, it is generally ad- 
mitted here that such action may give rise to 
dangerous popular excitement, which thé 
administration at Washington might not be 
able to control. 

The Spanish representatives say that the 
United States has now found a hard nut to 
crack. The Russians remark that the predic- 
tions of De Witte that the next war will be 


| between Japan and the United States is ap- 


proaching realization. The English, French, 
and Japanese delegates believe that both 
governments—at Washington and at Tokio— 
sincerely wish to reach an understanding and 
will not be influenced by jingoism. Some of 
the Germans here are of the opinion that the 
situation may lead to an American-German 
entente. 


French Press Scents Conflict. 


PARIS, July 7.—President Roosevelt’s de- 
cision to dispatch a fleet of warships to the 
Pacific has led the more sensational news- 
papers in France to jump at the conclusion 
that the situation is more delicate than ap- 
pears on the surface. This view. however, 
is absolutely repudiated in responsible circles, 
where the utmost confidence is expressed 
that existing or future differences between 
the United States and Japan will be amicably 
adjusted. 

In military circles, where the situation. 16 
regarded from a different standpoint, the 
dispatch of battleships is considered an ele- 
mentary measure of prudence, on the ground 
that strategically it will protect the United 
States against being caught napping, and 
diplomatically, it will force Japan's hand, Jf 
that nation harbors aggressive designs. 

A significant feature of the French com- 
ment is that the possibility of trouble occur- 
ring is considered only from the side of 
Japan. The Soleil regards the San Francisco 
incidents as a mere cloak to the real issue, 
which, it thinks; may be traced to the de- 
termination of Japan to enforce her com- 
mercial gupremacy in China and the Pacific. 

“For Japan, now or never,” it adds, “ in 
ten years, when the American fleet's pre- 
dominancy is unchallengable and the Pan- 
ama canal has been completed, it will be too 


late.“ 
Germany Thinks War Certain. 


BERLIN, July 7.~The conviction ofan ulti- 
mate conflict between Japan and the United 
States appears to be widespread in Germany. 
It is one of the subjects certain to be referred 
to wherever diplomatists and miHtary and 
naval officials and others accustomed to fol- 
low international politics meet. The newspa- 
pers agree that President Roosevelt is earn- 
estly trying to satisfy the Japanese requests. 
They agree also that Japan asks nothing un- 
reasonable. They recognize that the di. 
culty lies in the question of race, the economic 
antagonism of the Californians against the 
Japanese, and the constitutional impossibil- 
ity of feceral coercion. 

It is believed by many that the group of 
ruling statesmen in Japan are preparing to 
fight the United States for the mastery of 
the Pacific, regardless of the San Francisco 
incidents. 

The strategists of the admiralty regard a 
naval war between Japan and the United 
States as the most interesting problem of the 
day. Car udies that have been worked 
out are unfaVorable to the United States, be- 
cause the American fleet, although of greater 
power. than that of Japan, would have to seek 
a fight in Japan's home waters.

MYSTERY IN BIG THEFT. 


St. Patrick Reception in Honor of King 
and Queen Postponed. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July &, 3 a. m.—The Express 
says that on the eve of the departure of the 
king and queen for their state visit to Ire- 
land it has been found that the jewels of the 
order of St. Patrick, valued at $250,000, have 
been stolen from the strong room in Dublin 
castle, where they were kept. 

The robbery was discovered owing to the 
jewels being wanted for use at the state re- 
ception of the king. When officials opened 
the safe they were missing. It is believed the 
thieves. brought them to London for disposal. 


Particulars Sent Broadcast. 


Particulars of the missing jewels have 
béen telegraphed throughout the world to 
prevent them from being sold. They con- 
sist of a star studded with large Brazilian 
diamonds, with a cross of rubies and trefoil 
of emeralds, and other stones, with a value of 
$150,000; a diamond badge set in silver, with 
designs of various stones, valued at $80,000;

Lawyer Gavit Refuses to Sell 
Gary Traction Franchise 
to Big Corporation. 


* 


DEPOSITS A $1,000 CHEC 


Says His Personal Friends. Will 
Furnish Money to Construct 
the Car Lines. 


Following the failure of the United States 
Steel company to get a traction franchise 
in Its own town of Gary, Ind., representatives 
of the company learned yesterday that it will 
be useless to make further effort to control or 
even possess an interest in the traction cor- 
poration. 

The ultimatum has been handed out by 
Frank Gavit, the country lawyer ot 
Whiting, who defeated the millionaire steel 
company in a contest for the franchise. The 
steel corporation having gained wide open 
franchises for all other public utilities in 
Gary, it offered to buy! Mr. Gavit's franchise. 

“I will not sell the franchise,” said Mr. 
Gavit. “Although the traction company 
hasn't been formed yet, I have refused to ac- 
cept any of the steel corporation capital in 
the undertaking. The stock will be sold toa 
few of my friends here.“ ö 

A certified check for $10,000, as guarantee 
that the provisions of the franchise will be 
carried out, was required of Mr. Gavit. 


Eight Rides for 25 Cents. 

The steel corporation wanted a “ wide 
open” franchise for every street in town, 
with a 5 cent fare or six for 25 cents. The 
Gavit franchise provides for eight rides for 
25 cents after six months; 5 per cent of the 
net profits go to the city after five years; all 
lines to be built within a year: universal 
transfers with any other company that 
might build within the town; to build only 
in Broadway, Fifth avenue, and Eleventh 
avenue. 

Prior to the resignation of A F. Knotts, a 
brother of the president of the town board, 
from the employ of the steel company it 
got about all it asked from the board, the 
two other members of the board being Will- 
liam A, Caldwell, a steel company employé, 
and John E. Sears of Bast Tolleston, a 
preacher. Caldwell voted for and President 
oe against the steel company’s propo- 

Gavit’s Victory Is Conceded. 

William Duff Haynie, counsel for the steel 
company, said the only difference between 
the ordinances was that Mr. Gavit offered 8 
cent fares, while the steel company offered 4 
cent fares. Gavit offeted compensation feat- 
ures also which the steel company did not 
think the city was entitled to. 

There is nothing more to Be done,” said

Wheat Market Dependent Large- 
Ty on Crop in Northwest. 


COARSE W GRAINS ARE FIRM M. 


Provisions Little Changed — Wheat 
Shortage 800,000,000 Bushels, 


Weather. is the dominating influence in the 
ee market. Speculatively, values of the 
readstuff are being-shaped by crop develop- 
ments northwest and by harvesting returns 
in the winter wheat sections. Foreign crop 
conditions are bullish. Estimates. as to the 


probable world's shortage „ but it 
generally conceded that the deficiency will 
| be marked. Broomhall sees a loss from last 


year’s outturn of 288,000,000 bu, previous e- 
timates of shortage ranging: between 400,000,- 
000 and 500,000,000 bu. 

There: seems to be no doubt that spring 
wheat is backward, that green bugs are 
invading rich territory, that possible early 
autumn frosts are a serious menace, and 
that speculative sentiment is ripe for another 
rise. On top of the large holdings of old 
crop stuff, additional weight develops from 
the free offerings of new crop wheat. There 
have been liberal export sales of Manitobas 
and durum recently, but the foreign in- 
quiry for red winter—the present big burden 
—has been checked by hopeless disparity of 
values. Until the Europeans establish a de- 
mand for the winter article there is little 
aside from already largely discounted short- 
ages to make the future promising. 


Thrashing Returns Mixed. } 

Thrashing returns in the southwest are 
mixed, but the more recent reports indicate 
that Kansas will do better than previously 
had been expected. ‘They are talking of a 
yield for the Sunflower state of more than 
50,000,000 bu, in the face ef the Jones esti- 
mate of less than 40,000,000 bu. Returns to 
date, however, hardly justify such an extrav- 
agant estimate. A crop of about 45,000,000 
bu is seen.“ Expert Snow believe that the 
total winter wheat yield will approximate 
850,000,000 bu, or about 50,000,000 bu greater 
than Expert Jones can calculate. 

The prediction of a total yield of winter and 
spring wheat of more than 600,000,000 bu has 
the color of exaggeration, and a crop of more 
than that is bullish compared to the outturn 
of 735,000,000 bu last year. All the time the 
world's population is increasing, and the 
cheapest, sanest thing for people to eat is 
wheat. Wheat for delivery in September is 
worth more than $1.00, perhaps $1.25, as bulls 
say, but outside speculative interest must be 
bolstered if skyrocket prices are to be legiti- 
mately touched. 

The week end quotations showed a little 
firmer than those which ruled at the finish 
of the previous week. The week's range 
was within about 5c, 


Corn Crop Progress Backward. 

Despite generally favorable weather con- 
ditions, there were many reports of corn crop 
backwardness that would not down. Large- 
ly because of such reports speculative values 
ruled strong. The general cash situation 
showed increasing soundness, and men close 
to the real state of affairs declare that the 
east, now admittedly bare of stocks, will 
have to be a big buyer here in the near future. 
Good farmers say that conditions at the mo- 
ment do not warrant a yield of much more 
than 2,000,000,000 bu, and they hold that a 
bumper outturn is necessary to the nation’s 
requirements. There are many good people 
who believe that new crop futures cerry 
much promise with them. The week end qus- 
tations showed net advances of 2\%c for July, 
1%c for September, and 2@2% for December. 


Oats Values Rule Higher. 


Although almost entirely professional in 
character, last week's oats market gave a 
good account of itself. Sentiment was better 
than it has been in a long time, particularly 
for the new crop months. While weather 
was considered favorable to crop advance- 
ment, the general offering of news indicated 
packwardness, The cash situation did not 
show much change, although the east dis- 
played more desire to take hold in the west- 
ern markets. The southwest—Texas and 
Oklahoma—was a good buyer at St. Louis 
and Kansas City, and its needs are said to 
be pronounced. The week end quotations 
showed net advances of 1%c for July, 2%@ 
e for September, 1%c for December, and 2c 
for May. 


Little Change in Provisions. 


Price fluctuations in the provision market 
last week were narrow, and business at no 
time was big. Sentiment continued mixed. 
The foreign and domestic short interest is 
admittedly extensive, but the packers ap- 
pear to be against any material rise in val- 
ues at this time. The western hog move- 
ment is large enough to prevent any marked 
display of bullishness, and the cash demand 
for the manufactured products is not large. 
Prices generally at the week end showed a 
little under those which prevailed at the 
close of the previous week.

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


It is increasingly evident that certain New 
York interests propose to have higher prices 
for securities. The course of the market 
during the last fortnight has indicated dis- 
tinctly this intention, Barring some few re- 


ished, and if it be granted that general pros- 
perity is to continue then there is a broad 
general basis for higher prices. 

But there is nothing in the transactions re- 
corded to show that the public is interested. 
The latter holds aloof as it has during the 
last two years. Its aloofness did not pre- 
vent market prices being carried to levels 
30 or 40 points above those now obtaining. 
It can only de conjectured whether this ab- 
sence of the public was not a material factor 
in the quick decline in prices which occurred 
last March. And this suggests that if an 
artificially built market, such as crumbled 
three months ago, is to be reconstructed 
without public support, it may crumble 
again. Prior to March 13 there had been no 
suggestion or public utterance of oconse- 


-quence foreshadowing what occurred so ufi- 


expectedly and so disastrously. There has 
been since that time no change in the busi- 
ness or trade outlook that would suggest a 
higher market to be any safer now than it 
was then. 

The money markets, at home and abroad, 
remain firm. In the west the tendency is 
toward higher rates. In Chicago there has 
been an advance of one-half per cent and 5% 
may now be considered the minimum quota- 


tion. 
Bank Statement. 


The bank statement*on Saturday made a 
poor showing, but did not prevent a rise in 
stocks after the appearance of the figures. 
The advance in prices, despite the fact of 
uncertainty of crops, and the further fact 
that the surplus reserve of the New York 
banks would have been wiped out but for 
the unfavorable feature of a large loss in 
deposits, demonstrate the manipulated 
character of the advance in stock quota-

In the Chicago

The threat of legal pro- 
ceedings may adversely affect the market. 


Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


More favorable weather conditions stimu- 
lated the retail trade in many lines last week, 
which was reflected in a more animated re- 
order business with distributors. Thrashing 
returns from many sections in the winter 
wheat country indicate more satisfactory 
yields than had been expected, with the result 
that country buyers appeared more confident 
and the volume of orders for staple goods 
for fall and winter shipments was heavy.
